PATE OF A BIQ OHIO TREE. 


Size of Thi« Great Sycamore Waa the 


Came of Ita Destruction. 


The greatest tree ever seen by white 


men in Ohio Is believed to have been 
the enormous sycamore, or, more prop- 
erly, buttonwood, which stood In what 
Is now Valley Township, Scloto Coun- 
ty, in the rich bottom lands of the 
Scloto river. 


It was so prodigious in bulk that as 


early as 18.10 it was described la the 
Cincinnati Almanac as one of the nat- 
ural wonders of Ohio. In June, 1808, 
according to what seems reliable tes- 
timony, a party of thirteen persons, all 
on horseback, rode into the hollow 
trunk of this sycamore, and found that 
room enough remained for two more 
horses and their riders. 
The tree 


forked about eight feet 
from 
the 


ground, and It was hollow when first 
seen by the white settlers. The cir- 
cumference of the trunk wns about 
sixty-three feet at the base, and five 
feet from the earth it was forty-two 
feet in girth. These figures remind 
the reader of the famous big trees of 
California. The opening Into the cavity 
within the trunk was ten feet wide at 
the bottom, nine and one-half 
feet 


high, and the hollow was about four- 
teen feet in diameter.. 


The account which has been pre- 


served of Hie fute of this enormous 
tree Is very odd. It If. clalped that the 
giant buttonwood was kept uninjured, 
as a great curiosity, until the farm on 
which it stood was used as a stock 
farm by one Thomas Dugan. 
This 


stock breeder turned several valuable 
bulls Into the fields where the huge 
tree stood, and two of them fought 
inside Its trunk. In that small space, 
for a bull ring, the victor was able to 
prevent the escape of his rival, and 
the weaker was killed. This affair oon- 
vlnee.d Dugnn that ihe largest tree iu 
Ohio was a menace to his stock, and 
he cut it down. Later hogs kept in tho 
same Held wore attacked by cholera, 
j;nd 
the 
owner reasoned that thuiir 


habit of lyl'jg inside tho hollow stump 
was bad for their health, and so he 
had the stirnp removed. It may well 
be doubtcit whether any 
other Im- 


mense tree, vras over destroyed because 
of a fight between two bulls.—Cleve- 
land Loader.

VOTING MACHINES 


Supervisor* To Make A Trial Test Of The Devices -Twenty-Six tn Route To 


City—Mechanism Is Simple And Averts All Chances Of Fraud. 


Los Angeles.—Twenty-six voting ma- 


chines, such as are used in several of 
the large eastern cities, are to be 
placed In commission throughout Los 
Angeles city and county during the 
November election. 
One of these ma- 


chines is now at the county court 
house awaiting trial, while the others 
are 
en 
route from the factory in 


Rochester, N. Y. 


In New York and other places where 


the voting is so great the machines 
have been used for several years and 
have given general satisfaction. The 
mechanism is complicated, but it in- 
sures absolute accuracy, and is con- 
sidered to be the finest invention of 
its kind yet placed on the market. 


Local officials are much interested 


in the trial of the new voting devices, 
and if they prove as successful here 
it is proposed to install one in each 
precinct throughout the 
city 
and 


county after the November election. 


The machine is easily handled and 


affords no trouble to the voter. When 
the voter enters the booth he pulls a 
lever which draws the curtains so that 
no one is permitted to see how he 
casts his ballot. The election inspec- 
tor, in the presence of the judges, re- 
leases a catch lock on the outside of 
the booth and the machine is ready 
to receive the ballot. After the vote 
is cast it is countel by the machine, 
which keeps a tally of the total num- 
ber polled. Two counting devices are 
arranged on either side of thn ma- 
chine, which cannot be reached by any 
of the election board, so that it is

San Francisco.—The most important

The genuineness of the discovery is 


vouched for by the fact that the apple 
orchards that are the habitat of the 
newly found parasite bring 95 per 
cent, of their fruit to maturity.

duct of the world's apple and pear or- 
chards has not been more than 30 to 
35 per cent, of the promise at setting.

Worms In Chickens—The Northern

Worms In Chickens. 


It sometimes happous that although 


chickens are supplied with pure ami 
wholesome food and pure water, and 
have the necessary grit available to 
them, a number of them die off from 
some unknown cause. Sometimes such 
deaths are due to the presence of In- 
testinal worms, lu this country, hero 
free range of fowls Is always to be had, 
the danger from such attacks is, of 
course, not so great as where more 
poultry are kept and the birds arc 
confined for a long time upon a lim- 
ited area. Should n numiber of chick- 
ens die off, however, it would bo well 
to cut one of them open and make a 
careful examination. 
If worms are 


found, try giving turpentine. This 
may bo mixed with cooked feed and 
also given iu the drinking water, the 
fowls being allowed no other diet at 
the time. 
Dr. Salmon recommends 


mixing turpentine with 
twice 
its 


quantity of olive oil and giving one 
or two tablespoonfula of the mixture 
as a dose for a full grown fowl. 


There fire n number of 
different 


species of worms which sometimes at- 
tack poultry, but it Is often not dilU- 
cult fo detect their presence in chicks. 
A chick so affected appears lifeless. 
While they eat eagerly, they do not 
take on flesh. They are pale of face, 
heavy and lifeless us to expression of 
eyes. Thoir feathers are not smooth, 
and in all, they have the appearance 
of being weak and lifeless.—Farmers' 
Sentinel. 


The Northern Hop Crop. 


The Oregon hop crop is now being 


gathered,more than 40,000 men, women 
and children being engaged in the 
work. The crop is estimated at. 87,000 
bales, which at the high prices boing 
paid, will amount to over 81,000,000. 
In Washington the crop is estimated 
at -11,000 bales, an increase of 5,000 
bales over lust year. Prices lire us 
high as 2G>;; cents per pound.—Cali- 
fornia Cultivator. 


Head Lice on Chicks. 


Head lice or ticks are often found 


on the head aud neck of chicks us 
soon na hatched. 
They swarm upon 


the head, neck and throat, bury their 
heads into the skin and suck tho lifo- 
bloorl from the chicks. 
They 
are 


quickly destroyed by the application 
of oil or grease. Sweet oil is good; 
it may bo applied either with tho 
linger or n small stiff brush. Do not 
use kerosene on small chicks, nor is 
it beat to make too liberal use of oil 
of any kind. Absolute cleanliness in 
tho best prevention from lice of all 
kinds. Insect powders arc good to 
dust into tho plumage of tho fowln to 
destroy the lice on thoir bodies. Many 
use pyrothrum, or Persian insect pow- 
der, sold in drug stores. It will -not 
harm the chick, and is good lor tho 
purpose used.—Live Stock Tribune. 


Horticultural Notes. 
(California Cultlvntor.) 


The grape crop In the Pnjaro valley 


will be very good this season. 


It is stated that nearly 5,000 acres 


are being prepared for irrigation in 
the Modesto irrigation district. Most 
of this land will be planted to alfalfa. 


The bee Inspector of Fresno county 


reports that during last month he in- 
spected 2,C38 colonies of beea 
aud 


among them found five cases of foul 
brood. 


The California Stock Food Co., man- 


ufacturers of Calfalfa Meal, will estab- 
lish a branch mill at Modesto. 
This 


feed seems to win ics way to favor 
very rapidly. 


The farmer cannot afford to foe'l 


new milk to a calf longer than throe 
weeks. At the Iowa college, two heifer 
calves wore fed sixty days on skim 
milk aud oil meal, making a gain of 
115 pounds; two on skim milk and oat 
meal, gaining 128 pounds, and two on 
skim milk and Kaffir corn meal, that 
gained 155 pounds. 


The prune market Is in bad shape 


financially; in 
fact, probably 
the 


worst in its history, and is said to bo 
more discouraging than 
the 
wine 


market over was. The crop at Calis- 
toga is unusually smnll this y«ar, 
probably not more than a third of a 
crop throughout this section. It is 
given out that prices will range from 
80 to 814 per ton, according to size 
and quality.—Calistogan. 


Tho high price of mustard is a re- 


sult of tho farmers tiring of growing 
it at prices heretofore prevailing. A 
thousand acres to mustard annually 
would probably keep prices steady nnd 
fair; but when, from three to four 
thousand acres are sown, this product 
exceeds the demand and prices full 
and this is true of all manner of pro- 
ducts. The chances are that there will 
bo a larger acreage go in next year 
and prices be cut iu two.—Lompoc 
Record. 


A now disease has appeared on tho 


bean vinos near Napa, causing de- 
struction of tho vines and a lows of 
tho crop. R. E. Smith, professor of 
plant pathology at the State Uui- 
"crsity, reported that tho disease is a 
now one of coriHidorablo iutoroat in a 
scientific and practical way, and that 
it is a bacterial plant disease, which 
is of unusual occurrence. By cutting 
across the affected stems near tho root, 
a dark, discolored ring iu soon under 
the bark. This IB where tho bacteria 
!iro located. Professor Smith HHJ'H tho 
only remndy is to burn tho affected 
vines.
